Au indicator was attached to tbe 
wheel. He drove for a certain distance 
to a certain crossroad, for example, and 
'•took a shot" with his instrument; then 
down the next road, and in that way 
made a complete plan of Peking, with all 
its streets and roads, lx>tU in the Tartar 
city and in the Chinese city. General 
Ignatieff, who prodiiced the map, offered 
its use to the English. There were no 
photographers then attached to tho 
army; but an Italian photographer, who 
had followed the army for his own pri 
vate purposes, being set to work, pro- 
duced a number of copies, which proved 
pgtreinely serviceable.—London News.

of tbe United States, and tbe only way we 
can get any of this gold back from Europe 
ia to buy it with more bonds and mort- 
gages. For this purpose the bond boldera 
and money kings have their agenta abroad 
hunting properties that are not already in. 
cumbered for all they will stand in order 
to get their money into circulation so the 
debtor can got possession of it to again 
tarn over to the bond holders in settlement 
of interest and in tarn :t goes back to 
circulation through more bonds.
